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DUPLICATE DICE 
CAUSE BIE ROW I 
COLUMBIAN CLUE 


Mark Steinberg amd Morton Moss 
Quarrel While Moss Is 
Winning. 


IN TURMOIL, 


Moss Declinesito Be Searched— 
Repays Winnings Next Day as 
Result’ of’ Controversy. 


Official action by the management of 
the Columbian Club, the leading Jewisn 
social organization of St. Louis, is ex- 
pected as a result of a row on a craps 
game at the ciubhouse, Lindell boule- 
vard and Vandeventer avenue, last Sat- 
urday night. 

The game followed a stag dinner giv- 
en in honor of one of the members. 
In the excitement following an allega- 
tion that duplicate dice had been used, 
Morton Moss, a superintendent in the 
wiring department of the Kinloch Tele- 
phone Co., fled from the billiard room 
on the first floor to a room on the sec- 
ond floor, pursued by Mark C. Stein- 
berg, vice president of the Altheimer & 
Rawlings Investment Co., and others 
who had taken part in the game. 

Runs Hand Over Moss’ Pocket. 

After the game had been in progress 
several hours, Steinberg, who is not a 
member of the club, stepped behind 
Moss, who was a big winner, as the 
latter was roiling the dice. He ran 
his hand over Moss’ right-hand lower 
coat pocket and felt what he believed 
to be a pair of dice. 

After some rparleying Steinberg az-- 
cused Moss of introducing duplicate 
dice into the club, and immediately the 
crowd around the table was in a tur- 
moil. 

Moss ran up a stairway to the second 
floor, His version is that he fled 
cause he thought the other craps play- 
ers were unduly excited and feared they 
might attack him without wailing 
hear his explanation. 

Returns the I © La. 

Before Moss went to the second 
floor, some of the players proposed 
that he be searched. He refused to 
permit this, saying it was an insult 
to him to suggest such a thing. 
After remaining upstairs a short 
time, Moss returned to the first floor 
and mingled with the players around 
the table. The proposition to search 
him wes not renewed. 

Monday, Moss personally called on 
all those from whom he won money 
in the craps game, Most of them had 
played on credit and had given him 
I. O. U.’s. In each case Moss remitted 
the debt. 

Steinberg today told a’ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that in canceling the 
obligations of the losers Moss ad- 
mitted that duplicate dice had been 
used, but said that if there was any 
thing irregular about the dice he did 
not know it. 

Moss’ Version of Affair. 

Moss’ version, given to the Post-Dis. 
patch today, was different. He said he 
did not care to collect¢his winnings so’ 
long as there was a controversy over 
the dice, though, so far as he knew, 
there had been no irregularity in the 
game. 

Moss said that when he went to the 
club he carried with him three pairs of 
dice in anticipation that a game would 
be played after the dinner. 

In the early part of the game, he 
said, all three pairs of dice were on 
the table, so that players might take 
théir pick or change from time to time. 
He said he didn’t remember putting the 
two extra pair in his pocket, but sup- 
posed he did so when he. found that 
the players were: content to play with 
the pair first put in use. 

Two Men in a Struggle. 

Steinberg said that after he felt a 
pair of dice in Moss’ coat pocket he 
saw Moss pick up some paper money 
which he had won and saw him put 
the money in his coat pocket while 
holding the dice in the same hand. 
When Moss withdrew his hand from 
his pocket Steinberg caught him by 
the wrist. Moss tried to pull away 
and in the struggle a lead pencil 
which Steinberg held in his hand was 
broken. Stetnberg finally gained. pos- 
session of the dice. Steinberg sald 
Moss took another pair of dice from 
his hip pocket and exhibited them and 
asked the players to test them. 
Believing there was still a third 
pair of dice in Moss coat pocket, a 
player sugested that Moss be 
searched. He then fled to the see- 
ond floor. 

Members ’ 

Members of ie atch ve og hand ye 
ments made by Moss and Steinberg sald 
they could not decide as to the contro- 
versy between the two men. They pre- 
cicted that the governing body of the 
club would take action under a rule of 
the club which provides that a membe- 
may be expelled for gambling in the 
clubhouse. 

Whether or not the allegation as to 
the use of duplicate dice will also be 
made the basis of official action has not 
yet been decided.

DEATH OF GIRL 


Visitor Shot in Room of Physi- 
cian’s Son—Man Who Found 
Body Arrested. 


CHICAGO, May 277.—Dr. Eva S. Sha- 
ver was held by the police today to ex- | 


plain the shooting in her home last 
night of Miss Anna Johnson, who was 
said to have come to the psysician's 
home from Ludington, Mich., a week 
ago. 

The girl was found with a bullet 
wound in her head, in a room occupied 
by Clarence Shaver, a son of the phy- 
sician. W. C. Harvey, who lives at the 
Shaver residence and who found the 
body, but who, the police say, failed 
to notify them until severa] hours after 
the shooting, was arrested. 

A revolver owned by young Shaver 
was found lightly clutched in Miss 
Johnson's left hand. The fact that the 
bullet which caused death entered the 
right side of her head puzzled tho po- 
lice. Three bullets had been fired from 
the weapon. Two of them were found 
imbedded in the wall. 

Clarence Shaver returned home after 
being away all night, and, with his 
mother, was to be questioned later in 
the day by the police, concerning their 
knowledge of the events which led up 
to the shooting of Miss Johnson.

IDECLARES ELDER SCHRAMM - 
SPOKE OF REALTY BUSINESS 


William J. Mockler Testifies at Hearing Into City 
Assessor's Conduct That Father, Not Son, 
Reminded Him Appointmert Was Favor.

William J. Mockler, 
accept an appointment as Deputy City 
Assessor because I'rank W. 


Assessor, insisted on keeping his res- 
ignation, signed in advance, testified 
today in the ‘nquiry made by a com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen intu 
Schramm’s official conduct. 

Mockler said positively that Assessor 
Schramm himeelf, and not. his son and 
chief deputy, William Schramm, was the 
person who reminded him that ‘we 
(the Schramme) are in the real estate 
business,’’ and told him to send the 
firm any business he might hear of. 
He also told in detail of Assessor 
Schramm’s insistence on his resigna- 
tion, and those of the 11 others ap- 
pointed to like positions, so thai 
Schramm could discharge the men 
whenever he might wish to. 

The hearing is being held in the al- 
dermanic (formerly House of Delegates) 
chamber, and William F. Otto is pre- 
siding chairman. Assistant City Coun- 
selor Daues is acting as counsel for tl:e 
committee. Under'a recent ruling by 
Daues only the Mayor has power to re- 
move the Assessor from office, and the 
Mayor would have to make an inquiry 
of his own before taking this action. 
The aldermanic inquiry; in view of this 
ruling, is somewhat irregular, and is 
not a trial on charges, but rather a 
preliminary investigation. At the time 
it was decided on it was believed that 
the Aldermen had the power of removal. 

Schramm Denied Statement. 

Assessor Schramm has admitted 
that he required advance resignations 
from the men, but he has denied that 
he said anything to Mockler about the 
Schramm bisiness interests. William 
Schramm took on himself this re. 
mark, and said in newspaper inter- 
views that his father rebuked him 
for having suggested that Mockler 
help the Schramm firm in getting 
business. But Mockler testified posi. 
tively that the elder Schramm was 
the one who made the suggestion to 
him. 

“T was notified of my appointment 
Thursday, March 13," Mockler testi- 
fied. “T heard that Mr, Schramm 
wanted to see me, and I called next 
day, and was at first told by Wiliam 
Schramm that his father was out. Ae 
I was leaving, after a wait, William 
Schramm eaid his father was in the 
inside office and took me in. 

“Assassor Schramm opened = the 
conversation by saying: “Mr. Mock. 
ler, we are In the real estate busi. 
ness. We did you the favor of ap. 
pointing you'—here I thanked him— 
‘

Handed Blank Resignation. 

“Il remarked that, in my previous 
work as district assessor, I had seldom 
encountered such persons. I remarked 
that I supposed I might try and find 
such business. 

“The next day I went back to the 
office, and saw the other appointees, 
soing in to see Mr. Schramm one at a 
time, and coming out without saying 
anything. When I went in, Assessor 
Schramm handed me a blank resigna- 
tion to sign. After reading it, I asked 
if I was to be fired before I was hired. 
Schramm said no, that it was a mere 


matter of form, and the others had done 
it. TI signed it, and left. 
“The next day, Sunday, thinking it 


over, I decided not to take the job un- 
der such conditions, and I went to the 
Assessor Monday morning and told him 
1 wanted the resignation back, that I 
couldn’t conscientiously qualify in the 
place while he held such a paper. 

*“*¥ou’re no better than the others,’ 
said Assessor Schramm. ‘I want those 
resignations so that I can fire a man at 
any time.’ 

“T asked him to return the resigna- 
tion I had signed, and he refused. I 
then asked him to destroy it, and he 
called his son and told him to get the 
paper and tear it up in my presence, 
which he did. ‘Now, said Assessor 
Schramm to his son, ‘we will eliminate 
Mr. Mockler’s name.” ‘Good morning,’ 
I said, and walked out.”

ALLIES LOSE THEIR 
FFTH BATTLESHIP 
~ IN-DARDANELLES 


Triumph,- British Vessel, Torpe- 
doed by Submarine, Disap- 
pears in Seven Minutes. 


LONDON, May,27.—A brief statement 
by the Admiralty announces that the 
British battleship Triumph, while oper- 
ating in support of the Australian and 
‘New Zealand forces on the shore of 
the Gallipoli Peninsula, Tuesday, was 
torpedoed by a submarine, and 
shortly afterward. A Constantinople 
dispatch printed in Berlin says the Tri- 
umph was sunk by a single torpedo and 


sank 


disappeared in seven minutes. 
The majority of the officers and men, 


including the Captain and commander, 
are reported to have been\saved. The 
submarine was chased by destroyers and 
patrolling small craft until dark. 

The official announcement does not 
say whether the submarine was Turk- 
ish or German, but it probably was of 
the latter nationality, as the British le- 
gation at Athens recently offered a re- 
ward for the sinking of German subma- 
rines supposed to be in the Mediterra- 
nean. 

Since war was declared the Triumph 
has been in operation in both Far East- 
ern and European waters. As flagship 
of the British Asiatic squadron she par- 
ticipated in the bombardment of ‘the 
German base of Tsingtau, China, last 
October and was reported to have heen 
damaged by the shells of the German 
forts. 

After the fall of Tsingtau the Triumph 
returned to European waters and early 
in the present year began operations 
with the units of the allied fleets against 
the Dardanelles. In the latter part of 
April the Triumph bombarded the Turk- 
ish trenches on the western end of the 
Gallipoli Péninsula and afterward went 
into the Dardanelles to search the trench 
from a different angle. Here she came 
under the fire of a Turkish howitzer 
battery on the Asiatic shore which 
dropped 16 shells around her and threw 
three missiles on board. Little damage 
was done by the shells, however, and 
only two men, a stoker and a bluejack- 
et, were wounded. The battleship si- 
lenced the Turkish battery before retir-. 
ing. ; 

With the sinking of the Triumph five 
allied battleships have been accounted 
for in the Dardanelles by Turkish gun 
fire, mines or torpedoes. Of these losses 
the British have suffered four—the Tr’. 
umph, Ocean, Irresistible and Goliath.

Eighteen French Aeroplanes Fly 120 Miles Into

ROME, May 27.—King Victor Emmanuel has gone to the 
front and assumed supreme command of his troops along the battle 


line inside the border of Austria. 


So quietly did the monarch depart that few knew of his 
going and only his Ministers were present to bid him farewell. He 
traveled incognito until he reached the headquarters of the army. 


Upon taking command of the Ital- 
ian army and navy the King issued 
the following order: ; 

“Soldiers on sand and sea: The 
solemn hour of the nation’s claims 
has struck. Following «he ex- 
ample of my grandfather, I take 
today supreme command of Italy's 
forces on land and sea with the 
assurance of victory which your 
bravery, self-abnegation and dis- 
cipline will obtain. 

‘The enemy you are preparing 
to fight is hardened to war and 
worthy of you. Favored by the 
nature of the ground and skillful 
works, he will resist tenaciously, 
but your unsubdued ardor will 
surely vanquish him, 

“Soldiers, to you has come the 
glory of unfurling Italy’s colors 
on the sacred lands which nature 
has given as the frontiers of our 
country. To you has come the 
glory of finally accomplishing the 
work undertaken with so much 
heroism by our fathers.” 


To Share Soldicrs’ Hardships. 
The King went to the front, not for a 
visit, but permanently, to work with 
nis soldiers anc stare in their haréd- 
ahips. He will run the frame risks and 
divide with his Generals the respona- 
bility the occasion calls for. 


Victor Emmanuel, who by nature is 
earnest and determined, but of a retir- 
ing disposition and opposed to any form 
of publicity concerning himself, did all 
that was possible to reach the front in- 
cognito. But all Italians knew of his 
movements and followed with their 
thoughts the train that was bearing to 
the front the great-grandson of King 
Charles Albert, who, in abdicating the 
throne of Italy on the battlefiel4 at 
Novarain in 1848, after his defeat by 
the Austrians, bequeathed to his de- 
scendants the sword of the King of 
Savoy, which he requested never shouid 
be sheathed until the Austrians were 
entirely driven from Italian lands.

Country Will “Wage War 
Against All the Devils of 
Hell,’? He Tells Chamber. 


BUDAPEST, May 27.—Count Stephan 
Tisza, the Hungarian Premier, yesté¢r- 
day delivered a stirring speech before 
the Chamber of Deputies, explaining 
Austria-Hungary’s position toward the 
Italian demands during the last four 
weeks. He received a tremendous ova- 
tion when he closed his peroration with 
the following declaration: 

“We conducted our negotiations with 
Italy in the belief that it would be im- 
possible for a state calling itself civ- 
ilized, and which was allied to us, to 
attack us while we were at war; all 
the more so as we had offered her 
everything. 

“We shall now, more than before, 
astoni:h the entire world with the 
spectacle of our power of action, viril- 
ity, unity and resolution. The Hun- 
garian nation, united with all the peo- 
ples of the Austro-Hungarian monarchy 
and with our powerful ally, will wage 
this war to the last breath against 
all the devils of hell and force victory 
from fate.”’ 

Attacks Salandra’s Statements. 

Explaining » the negotiations with 
Italy, Count Tisza said: 

“The latest speech of the Italian Pre- 
mier, Signor Salandra, contained throe 
accusations. The first was that the 
ultimatum to Servia upset the equi 
librium of the Balkans. it is generai- 
ly known that we gave a distinct dec- 
laration to all the great Powers that 
we desired no territorial changes what- 
ever. The-assertion of the Italian Pre- 
mier, therefore, is a notorious untruth. 

“The second accusation was that we 
altered the spheres of influence in the 
Balkans. This assertion is somewhat 
incomprehensible. As regards the bal- 
kans we always took the standpoint 
that no division of the spheres of in- 
fluence was possible, that we were in- 
terested in the entire Balkans, but 
claimed no hegemony whatever. 

Signor Salandra’s third accusation was 
that we violated the Triple Aliilance 
treaty because we neglected to come to 
any agreement with Italy regarding our 
ultimatum to-Servia. The only mention 
of an antecedent agreement with Italy 
in the Triple Alliance treaty states spe- 
cifically that this was required, only in 
the event of the alteration of the status 
quo in the Balkans. Until a few days 
ago, no Italian statesmen asserted that 
we had violated the treaty by omitting 
a previous agreement. In the conver- 
sations and exchanges of notes between 
Austria-Hungary and Italy during the 
months following the Servian ultimat- 
um, the idea never arose that Italy 
saw in our procedure any violation of 
the treaty. 

“All the leading personalities in Italy 
repeatedly and warmly expressed the 
wish that Italy; even though abstain- 
ing from the conflict, would neverths- 
less remain loyal to her ally.’’ 

Calla Italy’s Demands Impossible. 
This statement of Count Tisza caused 
great excitement throughout the house. 
The Premier then described some phases 
of the negotiations regarding the com- 
pensation offered for Italy’s neutral. 
ity. 

“We proceeded,” he said, “from the 
standpoint that the vital Interests of 
Austria-Hungary and Italy were iden 
tical and that we must make some sac- 
rifices for the common good. But 
Italy’s counter proposais were absolute- 
ly impossible of acceptance.” 

Count Apponyl, speaking in the name 
of indepefident party, indorsed the Pre- 
mier’s attitude, saying: 

“While my party has reserved the 
right to criticise the Government, we 
join whole-heartedly in the deciarativa 
that Italy had not the shadow of a 
pretext im the events for her proce- 
dure, We identify ourselves not wita 
the political policies of the govern- 
mental party, but with the duties which 
the present situation lays upon us and 
the entire fatherland.”

POPE SAYS LAWS 
OF HUMANITY ARE 
BEING VIOLATED 


Pontiff, in Letter to Cardinal, 
Also Deplores Entrance of 
Italy Into War. 


ROME, May 27.~The Osservato Ro- 
mano prints the text of the announced 
papal document in the form of a letter 
addressed to Searafin Vannutelli, dean 
of the Sacred College. 

The Pope says his plan was to call 
the consistory in June and address the 
whole college concerning church af- 
fairs, but that the mournful events 
have upset his plan. Hence the letter. 
“prompted by a desire of engendering 
a cessation of the present carnage 
which is dishonoring Europe.’’ 

“In our first encyclical,” the letter 
continues, ‘‘we exhorted the Govern- 
ments of belligerent nations to consider 
the quantity of blood and tears already 
shed, and hasten to restore to the peo- 
ples the vital benefits of peace. We 
said, ‘Let those In whose hands are the 
destinies of their peoples heed us. There 
certainly are other ways and other 
means for redressing their violated 
rights. Let them resort to these with 
a sincerely sound conscience and will- 
ing soul. 

Prompted to Speak by Charity. 

“It is charity toward those in every 
nation, not our own interest, which 
prompts us to speak thus. Let them 
not allow our paternal friendly voice tv 
fall void.’ 

“But the voice of the father-friend— 
we say it with sorrow and @ broken 
heart—was not heeded. The war conh- 
tinues to stain Europe with blood, em- 
ploying on land and sea means thal 
are offensive and contrary to the laws 
of humanity and international law. 

“Even as that was not enough, the 
terrible conflagration has extended to 
our beloved Italy, leading us to fear 
even for her the sequel of tears and 
disasters, inherent in every war, suc- 
cessful as it may be.”’ 

Asks Faithful to Pray. 

The letter continues, saying the Pops 
continues his efforts to alleviate and 
diminish the sorrowful consequenecs 0! 
war, as beside the success of his pro- 
posal concerning the exchange of in- 
validated prisoners. His second pro- 
posal regarding the treatment of semi- 
invalidated prisoners promises to be 
successful. 

The letter repeats that exception1l 
privileges be granted to chaplains and 
priests serving the army, and asks the 
faithful to pray and fast three days fy- 
a cessation of hostilities. 

Continuing, the Pope writes: 

“I wish that the echo of our voives 
might reach to all our children affected 
by the great scourge of war and per- 
suade all of them of our participation 
in their troubles and sorrows There is 
little of the grief of the child that ‘s 
not reflected in the soul of the fa- 
ther.”’ 

In concluding his letter the Pope gives 
his apostolic blessing to all the cardi- 
nals.

- MOTHER TO END HER PAIN 


Daughter at Patient's Cot tn Phile- 
delphia Hospital Said te Have 
Given Her Chloroform. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Follow- 
ing the death of Mrs. Phoebe Kreider, 
73 years old, in the Episcopal Hospital 
yesterday, her daughter, Bertha, was 
arrested on suspicion of having given 
chloroform to her in an effort to hasten 
death and end the woman's sufferings. 
Miss Kreider, who is 47 years old, will 
be placed under observation at the 
Philadelphia hospital. She is.declare.i 
to have told the police that her mother 
had suffered greatly and that it would 
be a blessing for her to be put out of 

her misery. 

The nurse assigned to Mre. Kreider 
had left the room for 4 few minutes, 
leaving the patient in the care of her 
daughter. When the nurse feturned 
Mies Kreider had disappeared. The 
nurse smelled chloroform and saw that 
a pillow covered Mrs. Kreider's face. 
Removing it, the nurse found bandages

Why Bonar Law Joined Cabinet. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne and An- 
drew Bonar Law, who occupy seats in 
the coalition ministry, explained to 
their followers at a meeting of the 
Unionist members of both Houses of 
Parliament held at tthe Carlton Club, 
yesterday, the reasons why they decid- 
ed to join the coalition Government. 
Bonar Law read a letter from the 
Prime Minister in which the Premier 
suggested coalition, saying: 

“After long and careful considerativn 
I have definitely come to the conclu- 
ston that the conduct of the war to a 
successful and decisive issue cannot be 
effectively carried on except by a Cab- 
inet which represents afl the parties in 
the state. I need not enter into rea- 
sons sufficiently obvious which point 
io this as the best solutior in the in- 
terests of the country of the problems 
which the war now presents: nor does 
the recognition of its necessity involve 
any disparagement on my part of the 
splendid service which in thelr geveral 
spheres my colleagues have rendered 
to the empire. 


“In this great and trying emergency 
my colleagues have placed their resig- 
nations in my hands, and I am there- 
fore in a position to invite you and thosé 
who are associated with you to join 
forces with us in a combined adminis- 
tration in which I should also ask the 
leaders of the Irish and Labor parties 
to participate, whose common action, 
without prejudice to the future prose- 
cution of our various divergent political 
purposes, should be exclusively directed 
to the issues of the war.”’ 7 

Lord Lansdowne, in opening the meet: 
ing, sald that ordinarily he disliked 
coalition governments, but the condil- 
tions at present were extraordinary. 


“The country,’ he said, ‘“ is making 
the most stupendous effort it has ever 
been called upon to make. We do not 
even yet know what dimensions that ef- 
fort may prove to be. New theaters of 
war unfold themselves before us; new 
developments, some of them of the most 
sinister and horrible kind, are taking 
place day by day, and we must all of us 
be convinced that at such a moment 
nothing but a supreme effort on the 
part of the whole nation will be suffi- 
clent to meet the difficulties and the op- 
position in front of us.” 


Tells of Shortcomings. 

“The country,’ continued Lord Lans- 
downe, “has already experienced not a 
few disappointments. There have been 
shortcomings, miscalculations — soms 
probably excusable, some perhaps not. 
There has been something amiss with 
the national organization of the coun- 
try. 

“We are not sure we are getting 
enough men, or if we are getting the 
right men. As to munitions I will not 
dwell on that painful chapter. But it is 
a matter of common knowledge that the 
failure In the supply of essential muni- 
tions, not once, but many times, has in- 
terfered with the due progress of the 
military operations. If this or half of 
this is true, it means that tHe staying 
power of the country is going to be 
taxed as it never was taxed before and 
if we are going to pull through it must 
not be by the efforts of one party or an- 
other party, but by the efforts of the 
whole nation.” 

Lord Lansdowne explained that the 
Unionist leaders considered that a 
general election would have been a 
national disaster of the first magni- 
tude, and, althotgh their unofficial 
advice had been accepted by the Gov- 
ernment, thus throwing some of the 
responsibility on them, they felt that 
their share of the responsibility 
should be full and complete.

ard and to recover from him the $11,- 
§00 profit credited to his son, A. J. 
Xuhs, J. M, Sheppard and others on the 
fale of the Northwest High School site 
@t King’s highway and San Francisco 
Avenue. 

The attorneys were given 10 days in 
which to file briefs. Judge Shields said 
he wanted to dispose of the case before 
the summer vacation. In the discussion 
he spoke of the fact, as disclosed by 
the testimony, that the profit had been 
Givided among several persons. Attor- 

ey E. M. Grossman for the School 
seat explained that recovery of the 
entire amount was sought from August 
H. Kuhs on the ground that the $11,500 
had been lost by reason of Kuhs’ con- 
Zuct as a member of the board. 

The suit grew out of disclosures made 
by the Post-Dispatch that the deal had 
been handled ttirough the office of the 
A. H. Kuhs Realty and Investment Co. 
@nd that $34,000 was obtained from the 
board for a site which had been pur- 
chased a short time before for $22,500. A 
suit brought by 10 citizens for Kuhs’ re 
mova] was heard at the same time. 


Kuhe’ Direct Testimony. 
Kuhs, the defendant, was the 
witness. His direct testimony was 

follows: 

Last September he turned over to 
his son, A. J. Kuhs, the real estate 
business he had established and went 
to work for the Forest Park Brew- 
ery. In January he went to work 
for the real estate firm at $90 a 
month. When the company was in- 
corporated his son, as a matter of 
form, had him subscribe for &% 
shares of the stock. Later he signed 
over && shares, retaining one share 
as trustee in order to complete the 
corporation. He had no interest in 
the company apd shared none of its 
profits. 

He knew that the School Board 
was in the market for a site in the 
northwestern part of the city, but 
did not mention it to his son, in 

Sheppard's presence, as the latter had 
testified. 

He had signed checks with the firm 
name, but that was because his son 
was away and the bookkeeper asked 
him to sign them. 

He first learned in December that 
the board wanted a site. Two other 
sites were under consideration. He 
attended the meeting at which the 
secretary of the board was author- 
ized to pay not to exceed $39,000 for 
the San Francisco avenue site, but 
did not tell his son or Sheppard 
about it. 

Kuhs Cross-Examined. 

On cross-examination Attorney Gross- 
man charged that Kuhs did not tell the 
Board of Education, at the inquiry con- 
ducted by the latter, that he was not in- 
terested in the real estate company. 
Kuhs said he was not asked about it. 
Grossman questioned the witness as to 
whether he had mentioned to any mem- 
ber of the Kuhs company that the 
Board of Education was in the market 
for a school site in northwest St. Louls. 

Kuhs declared he never spoke of the 
Matter to anyone. He said he knew the 
board had authorized a maximum price 
of $39,000. Kuhs said he thought if he 
‘was going to share in the profits he 
would have ad holding out for the 
maximum price rather than accepting 
634,000, which was the price paid.

EXPERTS SAY 


War Game Shows That There Is Need of More 
Battle Cruisers, Scout Cruisers, Destroyers 
and Submarines, They Declare.

perts appear to be unanimous that the 
war game which began off New York 
May 18, and terminated at Chesapeake 
Bay, clearly established this fact: 


The™Atiantic freet cannot protect 
the: coast against a first-class fleet 
convoying a transpart flotilla, be- 
cause it is short of battle cruisers, 
scout cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines. 

The department gave out a full report 
of the war game and explained in detail 
just how Admiral Beatty landed the 
“enemy force’ on Chesapeake Bay by 
destroying part of Admiral Fletcher's 
great fleet and eluding the rest of the 
dreadnoughts. 
The navy program did not embrace the 
movements of the “army” after it was 
landed and did not take into considera- 
tion the guns of Fort Monroe, which are 
supposed to command the Chesapeake 
isay. Unofficially officers said that these 
suns should not be considered, because 
if it were possible for Admiral Beatty 
to land in Chesapeake Bay it was also 
possible for him to land at a pvint 
un the coast outside of the bay and 
that Fort Monroe was not expected to 
command the coast line. 

Training for Officers. 
Here is the Navy Department's report 
of the war game: 
“The war problem which has just been 
played off the Atlantic coast had for 
its purpose the training of the officers 
of the fleet. The problem on the part 
of the Atlantic fleet was, in brief, to 
prevent a more powerful fleet than our 
own from establishing a base at some 
point Between Eastport, Me., and Cape 
Hatteras, from which to invade tle 
country. 
“When Admiral Fietcher moved out 
from New York at noon of May 10 with 
the Blue fleet he faced the difficult 
problem of meeting an enemy stronger 
than his own In every branch except 
submarines and especially superior in 
scouts. Admiral Fletcher’s plan™~of de- 
fense was excellent, but was not suc- 
cessful owing to weather conditions and 
the marked superiority of the enemy 
in scouts. 
“The attacking Red fleet under Rear 
Admiral Beatty approached at a dis- 
tance of several bundred miles by a 
line of fast scouts spaced at intervals 
and covering a front of nearly 600 miles; 
behind this line and ready to stiffen it 
at any point where necessary came a 
line of battle cruisers and armored 
cruisers. These Red scouts and cruis- 
ers had the problem not only of locat 
ing the Blue fleet, but also of prevent- 
ing any concentration of ships from the

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point in their line and attaching the 
Red transports fellowing behind the 
main Red fleet. These transports were | 
intended to effect a foothold on the 
coast and maintain themselves there un- | 
til reinforcements could be brought to 
their support. 
Battle Cruisers Effective. 

“The advance forces came in contact 
soon after daylight on the 0th. With- 
in a few hours about half of the blue 
scouts had been put out of action, ths 
most effective work against them be- 
ing done by the enemy's battle crulis- 
ere, whose high speed and long range 
enabled them to pick off the slower 
and weaker blue cruisers almost at will, 
at the same time eluding the support- 
ing Gdreadnoughts. 

‘“‘Admiral Fletcher withdrew to the 
northward using his remaining scouts 
to search and guard the area from 
which he believed the red fleet would 
fass if it contemplated landing on the 
New Bngland coast. This was, as a 
matter of fact, Admiral Beatty’s plen, 
although Admiral Fletcher had inct 
actually located the red fleet. 

“The blue fleet succeeded in protect- 
ing this region and forcing Admire] 
Beatty in the end to seek an opening 
to the southward. In the meantime 
Admiral Beatty was holding his main 
force well out to sea and following up 
every move with knowledge of the 
enemy's whereabouts while the other 
was in the dark. 

“When convinced that no opening was 
to be effected along the New England 
ooast Admiral Beatty turned toward the 
south and passed around the flank of the 
defending forces, starting out about 
noon of the 24th for the Chesapeake. 
During the night of the 24th Admiral 
Fletcher left the vicinity of Cape Cod, 
where he had remained for three days, 
and moved southward. 

Superior Force Won, 

“News of this move almost immedi- 
utely reached Admiral Beatty, who was 
at that time heading for Cape Henry, 
cver 10 miles ahead of the biue fleet. 
At noon on: the 25th admiral Reatty 
turned back with most ot his heavy 
‘hips to meet and engage the biue fleet, 
the transports in the meantime con- 
tinuing south with a strong escort to- 
ward the mouth of Chesapeake Bay. 

‘tAs the force with which he thus 
threatened the blue fleet was decidedly 
more powerful than that which Admiral 
Pletcher could bring against it, and as 
the submarines of the defending force 
were not near enough to take part in the 
engagement, the umpire decided that 
Admtral Beatty’s forces could, without 
difficulty, seize a base in or near the 
Chesapeake. that the red force had 
been successful in its object, and that 
the strategical maneuvers were at an 
end.”

ARCHITECTS GIVE 
THEIR ARGUMENTS 
AGAINST PARKWAY 


They Assert They Are Unable to 
Adjust It to a General 
Street Plan. 


The St. Louls Chapter, American In- 
stitute of Architects, has adopted a 
resolution cispproving-of the Central 
Parkway project. A statement, signed by 
22 was made public today. 
giving the reasons for this action. 

The architects object to the parkway 
pian on the ground that they have been 
unable to adjust it to a general street 
pian. They offer no other public im- 
provement as a substitute for the Park- 
way, but hold that “more extended 
study, based on data not now avail- 
able,”’ would be necessary to the for- 
rulation of any plan. 

Continues Old System. 

Proper investigations, physical and sv- 
cial surveys, have not been made, the 
architects declare, and ualified expert 
odvice has not been followed. The state- 
ment continues: 

“The present unsatisfactory physica! 
condition of St. Louis is the result of 
bullding without a plan anid withovt sys- 
tem or forethought as to future develon- 
ments. ‘The present proceeding in re. 
gard to the parkway is merely continu- 
ing the old way, which kas elsewhere 
Leen discarded as inefficient and waste- 
ful. 

“It is now known that the ‘arbitrary’ 
conld be abolished only by action of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. A 
proper preliminary investigation reveal- 
ing this fact would have made unneces- 
sary the expenditure of $7,000,000 for the 
free bridge.’’

Heavy Rains Here Caused| 
by War, Scientist Says 


ABOUT PARKWAY 


Gases Emitted by Explosives Carry Great Dis- 


tances and Bring Precipitation, Father Brennan 
Declares—Fall in May 7 Inches. 


Continuous heavy rains in May have 
caused scientists and the populace gen- 
erally to wonder what elements are 
bringing, at this late day, the deluges 
which normally are visited upon us in 
April. Comes forward today the Rev. 
Father Martin S. Brennan, noted St. 
Louis astrenomer, with scientific reasons 
for belleving the war in Europe is the 
cause. 

Until today the local Weather Bureau 
has recorded 6.99 inches of rain, with a 
forecast for more in prospect. Most of 
this has fallen on nine of the last 10 
days, last Tuesday having been the only 
day in that peried that St. Leuis was 
without rain. 

The May rainfall this year is the heav- 
iest since 1808, when the rainfall was 7.72 
inches. With four more days left, it is 
possible the 188 mark may be shat- 
tered and we will have to go back to 
1896, when 9:12 inches fell, in our search 
for a previous high record. In 1844 there 
were 11.3% inches, and in 1958 there were 
10.6 inches. 

“The heavy gunfire and the tremen- 
dous explosions, greater in volume anid 
extent than any the world has ever 
seen, are the best possible explanation 
of the present rainy weather.”’ said Fa- 
ther Brennan. 

““LyG@dite and the other modern ex- 
plosives emit gases which are largaly 
composed of hydrocarbons. These are 
watery vapors whioh eat up the oxygen 
in the air and at the same time greatty 
increase the moisture of the atmos- 
phere. ; 

“The gases are very light and thin, 
and they rise to great height after the 
explosions. Thus thay reach the upper 
strata of air and are carried across the 
Atlantic Ocean before thev condense 
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and come back to earth in the shaps 
of rain. 

“It ts a matter of record that nearly 
all great battles have been followed by 
rain in sections far removed from the 
battiefields. The rain rarely fails at 
the place where the explosiens ocour, 
as the gases float away to a great dis- 
tance before they condense. 

“While the Battle of Lookout Moun- 
tain was being fought in Tennessee in 
the Civil War there were heavy and un- 
seasonable rains as far north as St. 
Louis. 

“All foreign bodies, even solids, travel 
great distances when they reach the 
upper strata of air. The dust from ac- 
tive velcanees has been known to spread 
over a radius of 1800 niles and then 
fall to the earth. It-.is reasonable ‘o 
believe that the watery vapors given 
off by the explosives now being used 
in the European war wuuid travel even 
greater distancss.”’ 

There has long been a belief that rain 
could be caused by the discharge of 
explosives. From time to time “rain- 
makers” have appeared in the dry re- 
gions of the West and Southwest and 
bombarded the clouds with explosive 
shells in the hope of breaking a drouth. 

The theory on which these ‘“rainmak- 
ers” worked was that the mere physicai 
force of the explosion would tear a 
cloud to pieces and cause rainfall. 

In Father Brennan's belief this theorv 
was wrong, as it is not the force of the 
explosion but the effect of the watery 
gases which causes rain following ex- 
plosions. The “rainmakers’" experi- 
ments were rarely successful in caus- 
ing rain at the points where the clouds 
were bombarded, but Father Brennan 
gays it is likely that in nearly all these 
instances the gases traveled through 
the air and fell in the form of rain at 
distant places.

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WITH PASSENGERS 
AGAIN ON BOARD 


Disabled. Liner Reaches Port, 
Together With Freighter 
Which Struck Her. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—The Holland- 
American liner Ryndam was safe in port 
here today with passengers and crew 
once more on board after a collision and 
& narrow escape from destruction earlv 
Wednesday off Nantucket Shoals Light- 
ship. The Norwegian freighter, Joseph 
J. Cuneo, which rammed the Ryndam 
abaft the foremast, also crept in with 
10 feet of her bow crumpled by the im- 
pact. 

Four transfers, two at sea and two in 
New York harbor, left 62 of the 74 pas- 
sengers who sailed from New York on 
the Ryndam Tuesday afternoon back 
again aboard the Dutch liner. These 
passengers and 150 members of the 
Ryndam’s crew were taken aboard by 
the Cuneo at 4:30 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, half an hour after the two 
steamers collided. At 6:30 a. m. the Cu- 
neo transferred the rescued passengers 
and seamen to the United States battle- 
ship South Carolina, which distanced 
three other battleships of the Atlantis 
fleet in a race started by the call for 
help from the wireless aboard the Rynd- 
am. The South Carolina brought the 
ship-wrecked company to this port and 
transferred them at 1:30 a. m. today 
to the steamer Thomas J. Millard off 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island. 

Meanwhile the Ryndam with 50 of her 
crew still aboard came under convoy of 
the battleship Texas and anchored in 
the harbor off South\Brooklyn. There 
she received all but a dozen of her pas- 
sengers and the rest of her crew from 
the Millard. This last transfer was 
made at 2 a. m. and later in the morning 
the disabled steamer went up the river 
to her dock in Hoboken. 

The Cuneo steamed slowly into port 
an hour after the Ryndam docked. Her 
bow was smashed, her plates crumpled, 
bent to port and forced back till both an- 
chors were jammed in the hawse pipes 
and she was down by the head where the 
sea had rushed in the forepeak, her en- 
gines and machinery being undamaged. 

The 12 passengers who stayed on the 
Millard were landed at Hoboken early 
in the day. The Holland-American Line 
intends to forward all the passengers 
who wish to go to Rotterdam on their 
steamship Rotterdam, due to sail Tues- 
day. 

Officers of the Ryndam said that when 
the two ships collided it was daylight 
and that little fog or miist prevailed. The 
Ryndam was rammed by the Cuneo, 
they declared, and the water entered 
rapidly through a large hole and broken 
plates in her side, causing her to sink 
to a registered draft of 37 feet.

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LUSITANIA DEBATE 
IN SCHOOL BEGUN 


Student Barred From Classes 
Because He _ Refused _ to 
Participate in Discussion. 


School Superintendent Potts of 
East St. Louis today started an in- 
vestigation of the disbarment from 
Classes of Abe Radman, 18 years old, 
a member of the junior prime class 
at high school, who refused Tuesday 
to debate the sinking of the Lusita- 
nia. Radman lives at 2105 Kansas 
avenue. and is the son of Moses Rad- 
man, a storekeeper. 

Radman said he was told a week 
ago that he was assigned to support 
the affirmative side of the question, 
“Resoived, that Germany was justi- 
fied in sinking the Lusitania.” He 
said he protested against his assign- 
ment, because he did not believe Ger- 
many was justified. Then one of the 
aebaters on the negative exchanged 
sides with him, and Abe prepared a 
paper on the negative side. 

When the debate was in progress 
Tuesday Abe was called upon and re- 
fused to respond. He told a reporter 
that he decided it was a violation of 
neutrality to discuss the question at 
all, especially after President Wilson 
had warned the people to abstain 
from discussion. The affirmative de- 
baters won. 

Miss Nell Farthing, the teacher at 
the head of the debating club, report- 
ed Radinan to Prof. Alvis) the princi- 
pal, who told Radman unless he 
handed>in a paper discussing the 
question he could not attend classes. 
Radman refused, and is out of school. 

Prof. Alvis told a reporter that it 
always has been an ironclad § rule 
that if pupils refuse to accept their 
debating assignments they are de- 
barred from attending classes. Being 
a member of the society is not com- 
pulsorv, he said. Questions are select- 
ed by a committee of students. 

Radman is a Russian Jew, who 
came to this country eight years ago. 
He ts editor of “Prospects,” the high 
school paper. He would be graduated 
in June, 18916. 

Superintendent Pottg will make a 
report to the Board of Eduoation, and 
Radman’s case will be taken up by 
the board, to which Radman com- 
plained today.

BILL TUESDAY 


Visiting Staff of 10 Will Be Put 
Into Field When Money Is 
Available July 1. 


Mayor Kiel gave assurance yesterday 
that in his absence next Tuesday, Act- 
ing-Mayor Haller would sign the Dill 
creating a Nurses’ Board and appro- 


priating $8000 for the employment of 
about 10 visiting nurses this year to 
carry on the city’s campaign against 
tuberculosis. 
The appropriation will become avail- 
able 30 days later, or July 1, and Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Tolkacz will 
put the visiting nurses in the field im- 
mediately. The measure was passed 
at the last meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, but cannot be signed by the 
Mayor until 10 days after it reaches him. 
The Nurses’ Board will consist of 
seven members, of which three must be 
women, all to serve without compen- 
sation. The board will have control 
of nursing in all city institutions, and 
may issue certificates to graduates of 
the nurses’ training school at the city 
hospital. 
A staff of visiting nurses will operate 
under the direction of the Chief Dis- 
pensary Physician. A head visiting 
nurse will receive $8 a month the first 
year, $% the second and $110 the third 
year. Others will receive $65 the first 
year, $79 the second and $80 the third 
and succeeding yé@ars. 
The visiting nurses in addition to at- 
tending tubercular patients in their own 
homes, will devote time to a feeding 
clinic for poor infants, which the Pub- 
lice Welfare Department is authorized 
to create by a bill that passed the 
Board of Aldermen at its last meeting. 
The St. Louis Society for the Pre- 
vention and Relief of Tuberculosis has 
maintained a staff of visiting nurses 
for several years, and will continue in- 
definitely to supplement the city’s work 
in this field.

TAFTOALISAF.L 
CHEFS LABOR AND 
SOCIAL TYRANTS 


He Declares to National Manu- 
facturers, However, That He 
Approves Union Principle. 


Rv Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 27.—Former Presi- 


dent William H. Taft, in an address 
last night at the annual banquet of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
eeverely criticised the Clayton act an] 
the Federal Trade Commission act as 
“detrimental to the business interests 


of the country’’ and denounced the 
leaders of the American Federation of 
Labor for exercising a ‘“‘power that has 
tecome excessive and detrimental to the 
public weal and the good of society.” 

Prof. Taft was co-speaker with Sen- 
ator Warren G. Harding of Ohio, who 
declared that “‘the greatest menace tu 
American progress is the professional 
baiting of big enterprises.” 

‘I fully approve,” said the former 
President, “the principle of labor unions. 
But the power their leaders have ac- 
quired by the principle of combination 
in their organization has intoxicated 
them and they have exercised a tyranny 
over society and over their own mem- 
bers that is certainly leading to a re- 
action and a restraint of their great 
powers within proper and lawful limits. 

“Desire for Immunity.” 

“They have failed to condemn in any 
way, as they ought, the use of criminal 
methods to which in a lawless spirit 
their representatives at various times 
have seen fit to resort. They have raised 
large funds in the defense of men who 
have proved to be, by their own confes- 
sions, violators of the law, and they 
have manifested a desire to secure in 
express statutory declarations an im- 
munity for labor unions from the oper- 
ation of general laws that should be 
uniform. In other words, they have 
sought to make themselves and their 
agents a privileged class not subject to 
the laws that affect every other man 
and even themselves when not engaged 
in labor disputes.”’ ’ 

Prof. ‘Taft cited the recent action of 
the United Hatters of North America 
on the question of paying the $250,000 
judgment found against its members in 
the Danbury hatters case. 

“Neither the Hatters’ Union nor the 
American Federation of wabor,” he said. 
is willing to raise a fund to relieve these 
186 victims of their misguided urging, 
although they could and did raise funds 
as large for defense of criminals, who 
subsequently confessed their crimes, 
committed in the supposed upholding of 
the interests of labor. Such a condition 
cannot but have a useful influence in 
bringing to the attention of the rank 
and file of organized labor thg necessitv 
for restraining their leaders in such un- 
wise defiance of law.” 

Objections to Clayton Act. 

Taft said his objections to the Clayton 
act and Trade ommission act were 
that “their enactment with such a blare 
of trumpets and avowals of hostility to 
capital with little discrimination has a 
strong tendency tofrighten those whose 
judgment determines the amount of new 
investments of capital and thus to re- 
strict the normal expansion of our busi- 
ness due to the reinvestment of earn- 
ings.”’ 

“The aftermath of a crusade and 
great reform in our politieal and busi- 
ness condition, and a rescue of the 
country from the dangers of plutocra- 
cy,” he continued, “is excessive hostil- 
ity in legislative expression to success 
in business, and to those who control 
capital. The hostility has been mani- 
fested in all sorts of restrictions, un- 
wise and useless, and the enactment of 
further restraints in the Clayton act 
and in the Trade Commission act were 
much more detrimental to the business 
interests in frightening than in any 
real effect after they shall have passed 
the scrutiny of the courts and their es- 
sence has been discloséd in the test of 
actual litigation.’’ 

Trade Commission, 

Taft thought the Clayton act added 
but little to the anti-trust act. The 
Trades Commission act, he held, provid- 
ed for a tribunal, whose acts must be 
subjected to the courts before they had 
in any degree effective sanction and 
enforcement, and which might be held 
to have been endowed with ‘legislative 
authority which Congress has no consti- 
tutional power to delegate to it.’ 

The speaker attacked the personriel of 
the members of the Trade {ommission, 
“as not such as to give great public 
confidence in their experience or judg- 
ment.”’ 

Referring to the provisions of the 
Clayton act dealing with labor organiza- 
tions and agricultural association, he 
declared that violation of the anti-trust 
act by such organizations “by injury to 


business or property pf the employer, or 


by the use of what is called the com- 
pound boycott, are still subject to civil 
action, equitable restraint or criminal 
prosection under the anti-trust law.”

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GRAFT TESTIM 


TO SAVE HS LF 


Condemned Lieutenant Is Mak- 
ing Notes on Police Collec- 
tions in New York. 


Ly Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, May 27.—Charles Beck- 
er, after a talk with his wife, has de- 
cided that life is sweet, even though 
the balance of it must be spent behind 
bars. 

His death warrant was signed yes- 
terday by the Judge of the Cotrt of 
Appeals, and the week beginning July 
12 was designated as the time for his 
execution. 

On Tuesday Becker asserted he would 
not appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court for a ‘new trial and in 
no circumstances would he appeal 
to Gov. Whitman, who, as District At- 
torney, prosecuted him for the murder 
of Herman Rosenthal. But the prison- 
er has changed his mind.. 

“IT will fight to a finish,’’ he told Fa- 
ther Cassin, who visited him soon aft- 
er the departure of Mrs. Becker. ‘'I 
have had a talk with my wife and now 
nothing can make me give up. I will 
carry my case to the highest court in 
the land and will appeal to the Gov- 
ernor.”’ 

“TIT am not gullty of this Rosenthal 
murder,’’ Becker said, “but rather than 
squeal I preferred taking my chances. I 
believed that this framed-up evidence 
®y gamblers would fall to pieces. I 
didn’t want to be known as # squealer 
everywhere I.went and I was sure I 
rrould be acquitted. 

“At my first trial mary graft charges 
were made’ Had I taken the stand I 


ij would have been questijned about graft 


and would have been compelled to 
squeal. I did not take the stand. At 
my second trial I thought I would win.’ 
Making Notes on Graft. 

Becker also had another plan. For 
the last six months he has been mak- 
ing voluminous notes of the graft sit- 
uation in New York, outlining it with 
the conditions that led up to the mur. 
der of Rosenthal. 


Friends of the former Police Lieuten- 
ant are using their persuasive’ powers 
to have him turn this over to the au- 
thorities, and it was said last night 
that he was inclined to try to trade 
this information for his life. 

In other words, he will tell a storv 
which will expose the names of men not 
before mentioned in graft exposures and 
which will tell of the system of graft 
collections and the distribution—if the 
Governor will commute his sentence “f 
death to life imprisonment. 

Becker's notes, said an informant— 
and the source is almost as authorita- 
tive as though the story came from 
Becker—begin with the administration 
of Mayor Gaynor, when the latter or- 
dered the cleaning of the town and 
elimination of graft in the Police De- 
partment. At the same time men not 
friendly to Gaynor started out to look 
for the men “higher up.”’ 

The Mayor had taken the enforce- 
ment of the excise law out of the hands 
of the police, and neither patrolman 
nor detectives was permitted to go into 
a saloon to get evidence. But excise 
graft oonti®ued to flourish. Becker's 
notes show that saloon keepers who 
violated the law paid weekly sums to 
a certain man (the name of this man 
is given) and that a distribution of 
money was made from “downtown.” 
The names of the men who profited by 
this distribution are given. 

Disorderly Resorts Paid Graft. 

Becker next takes up disorderly re- 
sorts. Patrolmen and detectives were 
not permitted, by orders of the Mayor. 
to go into these places for evidence. 
Keepers of these places had a central 
agent, whose name is given, and to this 
agent they paid graft, and this fund was 
distributed to persons whose names are 
given. 

Then cémes the gambling situation. 
Pecker was especially interested in this 
when he was the head of the strong- 
arm squad. 

Friends of Becker who want him to 
put his notes in the form of a confes- 
sion point to tne fact that “Dago Frank” 
made a confession just before he went 
to death. Had this confession been 
made two days before, they say, he 
would be alive today, as his execution 
}would surely have been delayed and 
rrobably his sentence commuted to life 
imprisonment. 

Would Be Important Witness. 

These friends are urging Becker to 
place what he knows before the Gov. 
ernor as soon as possibile, believing that 
the information it contains will throw 
new light on graft in New York City 
end that Becker will be necessary as 
the most important witness in proseou- 
tions that will fo.low. 

Once before it was said Becker was 
all ready to “open up” to the authorities, 
but strong influence came from persons 
who would have been involved, As a 
consequence, Becker aaid nothing.

The Special Parkway Election. 


.' To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


The statement in your People’s Column of May 


™ 91, under the signature of William Preston Hill is 


. in error in stating that the special parkway elec- 
' tion to be held June 8 was forced on the people by 
the parkway opponents. These are the facts: 

The original ordinance providing for the park- 
way project was passed by the old Municipal As- 
sembly in January. “The referendum was invoked 
by the opponents of the measure, which would 
have carried the matter over to the general elec- 
tion of 1916 at no additional cost to the taxpay- 
ers for a special election. 

At the suggestion of Mayor Kiel, however, @ 
special ordinance was introduced and passed by 
the old Municipal Assembly before its dissolution 
fm April providing for this special election at a 
cost to the taxpayers of $65,000, as Mr. Hill says. 

We opponents of the parkway opposed this spe- 
election measure in a written statement 
signed by Mr. Martin Shaughnessy, chairman of 


' the Opponents’ Committee, dated March 23, and 


presented, to the Assembly through the House of 
Delegates on that date, and in which they charac- 


_ terized the special election as unnecessary and an 


time to formulate it. It would be folly to strength- 
en an antiquated franchise monopoly system, just 
as the city acquires full power to control and sup- 
ply transportation facilities and when the people 
sorely need adequate rapid transit.

terest of additional Missouri women in the ques- 
tion. 

“The suffrage act has yielded Illinois nothing 
but good,” says the Chicago Tribune. Nothing 
but good will result from a similar concession in 
this State, where women are now not accorded 
even school suffrage. Active effort in 1916 can 
materially reduce the large adverse majority in 
1914. 


THE FOE LANDS ON OUR SOIL. 

In the war game played by our great peace navy 
off the Atlantic coast the “foe” won, having ma- 
neuvered into a position enabjing it to establish a 
base in Chesapeake Bay. 

This is somewhat alarming. We hope it will 
‘not encourage anybody else to attempt a similar 
performance. It is comforting to reflect that all 
the other navies, except the Swiss navy, are other- 
wise diverted for the present.

Starts in a way that, for the time being at*least, 
Saves property, historic buildings and works of 
art in Northern Italy from the frightful devasta- 
tion to which Belgium and Northern France were 
subjected.

If the coming decisive battles result in Italy’s 
favor, she will be permanently spared this extra 
cost. If they go against her, she will still have 
the recourse of falling back to the border and 
fighting furiously to defend her territory from 
a devastation which the enemy might be inclined 
to make even more complete than that of France 
and Belgium. 
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DIGGING HER DEEPER FROM LOCKPORT. 

The Illinois State Senate will be singularly 
unresponsive to Illinois and general Mississippi 
Valley sentiment if it refuses its assent to the 
waterway measure which has already passed the 
House by a vote of 107 to 41. 

The project advocated by Gov. Dunne is well 
considered, practical, potentially useful and calls 
for no extravagant expenditure of the people’s 
money. We may believe that before the lapse of 
the shortest period in which it is possible to com- 
plete an eight-foot channel between Lockport and 
the Mississippi via the Illinois river, the demands 
of commerce for new trade routes to the South 
will be yociferous. , 

The extension of the deeper water to the north 
by the completion of this link would mean in- 
creased attention to navigation possibilities from 
territory which already has the advantage of 
eight-foot depths. Considerable utilization of the 
river for local traffic is already made. One thing 
that is needed is routes for through traffic, to 
which the local routes will serve as feeders. 
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CIVIO CITIZENSHIP RECEPTIONS. 

The suggestion of civic-receptions on July 4, 
or other appropriate days; to foreigners natural- 
ized in each community during the year is by no 
means fanciful.

MR. ANTWINE ON THE UPHEAVAL 
IN ENGLAND. 
et A sacrifices of war are not all made on 


the field of battle,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

‘‘Something has to be sacrificed to pop- 
ular notions about how the war should be fought. 
It was hard to get Kitchener in the English revolt 
against the way things are going, because Kitchener 
has really done very well. It was easier to sacrifice 
Churchill, and the English have done that. We find 
Mr. Balfour at the head of the admiralty, and ona 
could infer from this that the British navy is finally 
going to do something. 

‘*That is not, however, a very shrewd inference. 
There is something to be said for the British navy. 
In the absence of anything on top of water to fight 
these last few months of the war, it has had to con- 
tent itself with waiting until something showed up 
and, meanwhile, keeping itself from being torpedoed. 
If it has been inactive, think of what the French 
navy has been. The truth is that this has not yet 
been a naval war. The submarine only has been a 
considerable factor in it. The Germans have had the 
upper hand because there has been something on top 
of water for them to torpedo. One would suppose 
that, in view of the abundance of this stuff, the 
Germans had exercised a little more discrimination 
than they have; but, in any event, there has been 
nothing for British submarines to torpedo, and going 
into the Kiel Canal after something has been quite 
out of the question. If the Germans had nothing 
outside the River Thames to shoot at probably Ad.- 
miral von Tirpitz would not been holding on either, 

‘*It is possibly true that Churchill was at fault 
in the Dardanelles. Still, that is about what Dewey, 
or Decatur, or Farragut would have done. Had the 
attack succeeded, Churchill would be the hero of 
the war in England and they would have dou 
his pay. It has always been so. Our own 
War was full of that sort of thing. One must

Former Madison Prosecutor’s 
Opponents Charge He Col- 
lected $4625 Illegally. 


Fees aggregating $26,203.81, collected by 
J. F. Gilham during the last two yéars 
of an eight-year term as State’s Attor- 
ney of Madison County, Illinois, have 
become a subject of discussion and a 
vital issue in the judicia] election in tie 
Third Illinois District, to be held June 7. 
Githam is one of the three Republican 
judicial candidates in this district 
which embraces Madison, St. Clair 
Monroe, Washington and Randolph 
counties. 

Gilham’'s earnings in fees and commis- 
sions in 1912, his last year in office, 
amounted to $16,221.10, while his earn- 
ings for 1911 were $2982.10. In addition 
tc fees and commissions he was paid 
a salary of 3400 a year. His earnings 
for 1912 were greater than those of any 
State official in Dlinois and $6500 in ex- 
cess of the salary of the State's Attor- 
ney of Chicago, fixed by law at $10,909 
a year. The Circuit Attorney of St. 
Louls—an officiel corresponding to the 
State’s Attorney in Illinois—is allowed 
a salary of $5000 a year. The fees sys- 
tem has been recently abolished in IIli- 
nois, State’s attorneys now being sal- 
aried officials. 

Right to Fees Challenged. 

Poet-Dispatch reporters who compared 
Gilham's official fee and commission re- 
ports with the Justice of the Peace and 
Circuit Court dockets for 1911 and 1912 
found 935 cases in which his right t> 
collect and retain fees is challenged by 
his political opponents. Under the law, 
es it existed when Gillham was State's 

Attorney, he had alien for his fees 
en all fines forfeitures and penalties 
collected by his office, and was entitied 
to a 10 per cent commission on all such 
collections, in addition to specific fees 
in each case he was required by law to 
prosecute. What was left after he was 
paid was to be turned over to the Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Public Schools, *o 
be distributed among the schoo] dis- 
tricts of the county. 

The amount of fees involved in the 925 
cases is $4625. It is contended by Gil- 
ham’s opponents that this money should 
have been paid into the school fund. 

Result of Checking. 

The comparison of Gilham's officia) 
fee reports with the Justice of the Peace 
and Circuit Court dockets for 1911 and 
1912—no check being made on the re- 
ports for the other six years of his term 
of service—showed these results: 

Two hundred and fifty-eight vagrancy 
cases in which, it is contended, the 
State's Attorney had no right under the 
law to appear in justices’ courts and 
prosecute, involving fees amounting to 
$1290. 

One hundred and forty-eight cases in 
which defendants waived their prelim- 
inary hearings before Justices of the 
|\Peace, it being contended that the 
State's Attorney has no right to a fea 
where the hearing is not actually held, 
involving fees aggregating $740. 

Four hundred and sixteen cases in 
which Justices of the Peace failed to 
tax State’s Attorney’s fees as costs, it 
being contended that under a decision 
of the Supreme Court of Illinois in Ga!- 
pin vs. Chicago (249 Illinois) the costs 
of a prosecution are not collectible ex- 
cept upon a judgment rendered there- 
for, involving fees aggregating $2080. 

One hundred and three cases origi- 
nating in Justice of the Peace courts in 
which the prosecution failed in higher 
courts, it being contended that the Su 
preme Court of Illinois, in the Galpin 
case, specifically prohibited’ the collec- 
tion of fees in unsuccessful prosecu- 
tions, involving feet aggregating $615. 

Held to Be Uncotliectiblie. 

¢ The Post-Dispatch submitted the re- 
sult of its investigation to the law firm 
of Webb & Webb of East St. Louis, 
comprised of Charles Webb, State's At- 
torney for St. Clair County, and T/ M. 
Webb, his brother. T. M. Webb, after 
a careful investigaticn of the law bear- 
ing on all of these subjects, gave it as 
hig opinion, which was concurred in by 
State’s Attorney Webb, that Gilham had 
no right to collect a fee in any of these 
cases. 

With respect to the vagrancy cases, 
the laws of Illinois state that any per- 
sop wif is habitualiy idle and fails te 
support his family shali be deciared a 
vagrant. The law with respect to th: 
duties of State's attorneys require the 
prosecuting officer, when possible, to 
appear before Justices of the Peace and 
prosecute charges of felony and misde- 
meanor, for which the offender is re- 
quired to be recognised before a court 
of recor. 

As the laws of Illinois do not make 
vagrancy either a misdemeanor or fe!- 
ony, nor require the offender to be rec- 
ognized to appear in a court of record, 
Webb declared that any fees collected 
by Gilham in vagrancy prosecutions 
were illegal. 

The statute specifying the fees to 
which State's attorneys were entitled, 
under the fee system, said: “For pre- 
liminary examinations for each defend- 
ant held to bail or recognized (recogni- 
sance) $5." It is contended that there 
could be no preliminary examination 
where such examination was waived, 
and that therefore the State's Attorney 
was not entitled to a fee in such cases. 
Such was the opinion of Webb and of 
other lawyers with whom. Post-Dispatch 
reporters discussed this proposition. 

Decision Intercepted. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Galpin case, handed down early in 
1911, made it illegal, in Webb's opinion, 
for a State’s Attorney tc collect fees 
in any cases where they were not taxed 
as costs, and where the prosecution 
failed in higher courts. 

In that decision the Court said: 
“Clearly the people of the State can- 
not be charged costs in their own courts 
for unsuccessfully prosecuting those 
charged with crime or the violation of 
the laws. * * Costs are collectabiv 
only when there is a final judgment 
against the defendant in criminal 
courts.”

prosecutions, and therefore, Webb held, 
the State’s Attorney would have no 


ing. 

The Supreme Court had under con- 
struction the Municipal Courts Act of 
Chicago, in writing this decision, but 
Webb and other lawyers held that the 
Court necessarily had to construe the 
fee statuses, in connection with the 
Muaiggpal Courts Act, as the contro- 
versy arose over the disposition of cer- 
tain fees and costs accumulated in the 
prosecution of criminal cases. 

The Court further said: ‘‘Where the 
law does not provide for a judgment 
for costs and no judgment therefor is 
rendered, we are of the opinion that the 
statute was not intended to authorize the 
taking of any amount from the fund in- 
volved herein (the school fund), thereby 
diminishing it to the dertiment of the 
several governmental agencies or gov- 
ernmental purposes to which it might 
otherwise be applied. * * * : 

“Whether charges of this kind in pre- 
liminary examinations that have been 
certified by the clerk of the Municipal 
Court would ultimately be classified as 
urCollected costs could not be deter- 
mined until there was a final judgment 
of conviction in the criminal court, when 
there would be a judgment for costs 
against the defendant. When the de- 
fondant was discharged or acquitted 
there would be no such judgment.’”’ 

When the Post-Dispatch presented the 
result of the investigation to Gilham, 
he contended that the Supreme Court's 
decision in the Galpin case applied only 
tw the Municipal Courts act of Chicago, 
and did not in any respect, affect the 
rights of state's attorneys to collect 
fees under the fee statute. He said thar 
he had consulted a widely known law- 
yer, who had given him an opinion to 
that effect. So far as the 416 cases in 
which fees were not taxed in the justice 
courts, and the 1038 cases.not success- 
fully prosecuted in the bigher courts 
were concerned, he declared that the 
Supreme Court’s decision had n> bear- 
ing. He asserted that he had a right 
to retain those fees. 

He also asserted that he had a right 
to collect fees in vagrancy cases, and 
also in cases where the preliminary 
hearings were waived. He said that the 
state’s attorney, either personally or 
through a deputy, was generally present 
at each case where the preliminary was 
waived, and had witnesses ready to put 
on the stand. The fact that the de- 
fendant did not stand trial, but was 
bound over to the grand jury through 
a waiver, he asserted, ought not to mili- 
tate against the state's attorney's right 
to collect the usual! % fee. 

Gilham said that while he had earned 
large fees as state’s attorney of Madi- 
son County, he was compelled to pay 
deputies at Alton, Granite City and Col- 
linsville for assisting him in ceses aris- 
Ing in justice of the peace courts. The 
amount he paid these deputies decreased 
his earnings to a considerable extent 
he said. 

During his eight years as state's at- 
tcrney, he said, he had paid into the 
school fund from the excess fines, for- 
feitures and penalties collected, a sum 
in excess of $43,000, while less than $4300 
had been paid into the school fund by 
hig predecessors during the interval be- 
tween 1872 and 1904. In many other 
counties m Tllinois, he saia, the state’s 
attorneys paid nothing iuto the school 
fund, retaining all the moreys they col- 
lected. 

He declared that he had worked dili- 
gently as State’s Attorney of Madison 
County, and had represented the coun- 
ty in taxation matters when he was 
not required to do so by law, with the 
result that several railroad corporations 
had been compelled to pay large sums 
into the county treasury. He declared 
also that he had not collected all the 
fees that he might have collected in 
certain cases in the circuit and county 
courts, notably in insantty and delin- 
quent cases, and cases involving the 
selling of liquor without a license. 

Profit From Dlegal Saloons. 

In Madison County, as in many other 
counties of Illinois, certain saloons are 
permitted to operatte without a license. 
It is customary for these saloon keep- 
ers to be arrested and fined twice a 
year, usually from $100 to $200. Gil- 
ham’s report shows that the illegal sa- 
loons were a source of great profit to 
the State’s Attorney's office by way of 
the fees he collected from them when 
they were fined, and the 10 per cent 
commissions on the fines. 

Hie report shows that there were 
about 50 fllegal saloons in Madison 
County. When these saloon keepers 
were haled into court in March, 1912, 
they were fined from $120 to $160 each, 
the State’s Attorney getting a fee 
equivalent to one-fourth of the fine 
When they were in court at the Septem- 
ber term similar fines were imposed 
upon them, but In each instance the 
State's Attorney's fee was equivalent 
to one-half the amount of the fine. 

Gilham’s attention was directed to 
these facts. He said the only explana- 
tion he could make was that in March 
he charged a fee of % a count on each 
indictment against the saloon men, and 
in September $10 a count. Under the 
law he might have charged a fee of 
$15 a count, hé@ said. The county did 
not suffer on account of the higher 
fees charged, he said, as the fees were 
collected from the saloon men. 

Gilham declared also that all of his 
fee reports had been approvefi by both 
the County Superintendent of Schools 
of Madison County, and by the Judge 
of the County Court, and that the court, 
by its act of approval, had upheld his 
legal right to all the fees he had re- 
tained. 


¥Y cause the subject had been brought up 


in an election contest. He directed a 
reporter to Assistant Attorney-General! 
Stawn, and requested him to look into 
the matter. Stawn, after a casual ex- 
amination of the law and the rulings 
of former Attorney-General Stead on 
the subject of State’s Attorney’s fees, 
expressed the opinion that the State’a 
Attorney would be entitled to fees in 
Vagrancy cases, but not to fees where 
preliminary examinations were waived. 
With respect to the fee not taxed cases, 
and the unsuccessfully prosecuted 
cases, he suggested that the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Galpin 
case be followed. 
It was impossible to check up all the 
cases arising in justice. of the peace 
courts in which Gilham collected fees, 
for the reason that the dockets of Just- 
ice T. P. Boyer’s court at Venice and 
Justice Connole’s court at Madison, and 
some of Justice Rose’s dockets at Alton, 
had been lost. 

Lucey Refuses Opinion. 
The Illinois laws require that all the 
State’s Attorney‘’s fees, with a few ex- 
ceptions, shall be taxed as costs to be 
collected from the defendant, if possible. 
The costs were seldom paid In prosecu- 
tions originating in Justice of the Peace 
courts, and never paid in vagrancy cases. 
The amount of uncollected fees in 1912. 
as shown by Gilham’s report, was $8200.- 
9, and the amount for 1911 was $5974. 
He retained these sums out of his co!- 
lections of fines, forfeitures and penal- 
tles. In 1911, he turned over $2696.90 to 
the school fund, and rn 1912 $11,540.39. 
Post-Dispatch reporters were informed 
that State’s Attorneys who preceded Gil- 
ham in.Madison County charged no fees 
in vagrancy and waiver cases. Gilham 
declared that such practices had been 
general with State’s Attorneys through- 
out Illinois. 
Former State's Attorney Staats, 
who held office from 1896 to 1900, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that it 


was his recollection that he collected 


fees in vagrancy and waiver cases 
where he actually appeared in per- 
son before Justices of the Peace to 
prosecute. He said he did not appear 
in many of the Justice of the Peace 
cases. He was succeeded in office 
by former Judge Brown, who died 
since his term expired. Former asgsso- 
ciates of Judge Brown told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he made no 
charge in such cases.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Discussion 
of the necessity for a Panama Canal 
bond issue in view of prospects of re- 
duced customs revenues and of refund-
